EDITORIAL COMMENT 


The Crime of Greed 
A Judicial Journal 


I 


T is strange that in those communities \vherc 


once the ruthless law of violence resented 


the unlawful shedding of blood the hand of greed 
should be permitted to exact its tithes of blood 
from the victims who also pour their means into 
its maw. 


All over the land there are daily instances of 


the corporation1- taking unlawful advantage of 
the people in a financial sense but it is in San 
Francisco that they both kill and rob. ITI San 
Francisco where once UJXMI a time the processes 
of the law were not swift enough to appease pop- 
ular wrath inflamed by the sight of innocent 
'bfcxxl, but where the vigilantes administered 
swift justice to the blood-guilty. 


Hardly a day passes but what the wires bring 


us news of some one killed or maimed l>y the 
street cars of San Francisco. For the most part 
these accidents and deaths could be avoided. They 
generally result from overcrowded cars thr re- 
sult of a lack of sufficient equipment, cauvc*1 by 
the reluctance of the company to buy enough 
cars, or from a limited time-schedule, the svjbsti- 
tute for a necessary number of employes. 


Supplementing the street car companies, are 


the steamship lines with headquarters in San 
Francisco, who limit their captains to such an ex- 
tern in the matter of time that they are obliged 
to hug the coast, with the attendant result ot a 
frequent loss of life that in the aggregate is north- 
ing short of appalling. 


As \\e before remarked, it is strange that in 


a cm where but a few decades ago crime was 
rampant, and its punishment summarx and san- 
guinary, such a condition of affairs should pre- 
vail. If anyone ever deserved the gentle mirjis- 
trations of the vigilante it should surely be dioe 
who for greed of extra dollars maim am! destrcn 
by wholesale the men, women and children of nlie 
community. But San Francisco is meek and <jpi<- 
cscent under the yoke of the corporations. 


The Journal does not favor lynch law. It 


does not favor run method of recourse from 
wrong that is not fully sactioned by the legjal 
authority of the land. 
But it cannot help )»i« 


wonder why the people of San Francisco do not 
do something to save themselves from the jug- 
gernaut of the street-car and suamship compan- 
ies.
